College  President,  In  Article  in  Mary¬ 
ville  Paper,  Stresses  Need  of  Educa¬ 
tional  System  of  Missouri  for  More 
Money.

In  u  news  story  in  the  Maryville 
Democrat-Forum .  last  week,  President 
Lamkin  of  tho  College  pointed  out  the 
necessity  for  state  revenue  for 
tho  adequate  support  of  Missouri’s  ed¬ 
ucational  institutions — elementary  and 
secondary  schools  as  well  as  colleges 
and  universities.  Following  is  the  .Ar¬ 
ticle  as  printed  in  the  Maryville  paper: 

If  more  revenue  is  not  available,  the 
work  of  all  educational  institutions  in 
the  state  will  bo  very  seriously  handi¬ 
capped,  the  president  of  the  college  be- 
.lieves. 

Mr.  Lamkin  shows  that  in  tho  last 
five  years  the  state  distributive  school 
fund  for  Nodaway  County,  excepting 
consolidated  school  aid,  has  decreased 
$17,000,  and  during  that  time  the  av¬ 
erage  rate  of  taxation  in  the  school 
districts  of  the  county  has  increased 
4  ce^its. 

“•The  question  may  be  raised,”  lie 
points  out,  “as  to  whether  or  not  there 
is  a  real  reduction  on  taxation  when 
the  lowering  of  a  State  tax  rato  is 
followed  by  an  increase  in  tho  local 
tax  rate.  ’  ’ 

Mr.  Lamkin  says: 

A  Question  of  Revenue. 

“In  yesterday’s  Democrat-Forum 
there  appeared  an  article  by  Captain 
Condon  asking  support  for  the  Nation¬ 
al  Guard,  in  view  of  tho  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Tax  Commission  that  its 
support  funds  for  the  next  biennial 
period  be  fixed  at  $150,000  instead  of 
$220,000,  as  was  tho  case  during  the 
last  biennial  period.  . .  (  „ 

‘  ‘  Captain  'Condon  draws  Attention  to 
that  fact  that  tho  State  of  Missouri  can¬ 
not  adequately  support  its  reasonable 
activities  with  the  present  revenue 
available.  While  no  one  would  belittle 
the  benefit  of  the  National  Guard 
units,  this  community  as  well  as  every 
community  in  this  state  is  more  serious¬ 
ly  affected  by  loss  of  support  for  its 
public  schools,’  as  well  as  for  the  state 
educational  institutions  and  the  stato 
hospital. 

“The  question  is  one  of  revenue.  The 
following  table  showing  how  the  dimin¬ 
ishing  revenue  of  tho  state  affects  tho 
public  schools  of  Nodaway  County  may 
bo  of  itnercst.

Fund  $4,015,400.70,  amount  to  Nodaway 
County,  including  aids  except  consoli¬ 
dated  school  aid,  $43,505.18,  average 
levy  for  school  purposes  in  Nodaway 
County  37  cents.

Fund  $3,975,778.57,  amount  to  Noda¬ 
way  County  $34,444.12,  average  levy 
rate  in  this  county  40  cents. 

1  ‘  1924,  Stato  Distributive  School 
Fund  $4,459,730.63,  amount  to  Noda 
way  County  $38,427.02,  averago  lovy 
rate  in  this  county  38  cents. 

“1925,  State  Distributive  School 
Fund  $3,210,163,35,  amount  to  Noda¬ 
way  County  $27,559.33,  avorago  lovy 
rato  hero  40  cents. 

“1926,  Stato  Distributive  School 
Fund  $3,490,544.11,  amount  to  Noda* 
way  County  $26,370.21,  avorago  lovy 
rate  hero  41  cents. 


One  Down,  The  Other  Up. 

“It  will  bo  notod  that  the  Stuto  dis¬ 
tributive  school  fund  has  dccroasod  $ 
200,000  in  tho  past  five  years,  and  the 
amount  to  Nodaway  County,  including 
“aide,”  except  consolidated  school  aid, 
hns  decreased  in  tho  sumo  poriod  of 
time  $17,000.  Thoro  has  boon  ono  re 
duction  in  tho  gonerut  property  tax 
during  thoso  five  yoarB,  namely,  a  re 
duction  of  2  cents  por  hundred  dollars. 
Tho  county  clerk ’s  report  to  tho  State 
Sperintendont  of  schools  shows  that 
in  the  sumo  five  years  the  uvorago 
rato  of  taxatiou  in  Nodaway  County 
school  districts  has  increased  4  cents. 
Tho  questiou  may  bo  raised  as  to  whe 
thor  pr  not  thoro  is  a  roal  reduction 
in  tuxutiou  when  tho  loworing  of  a 
State  tux  ruto  is  followed  by  un  in 
croaso  in  tho  local  tax  rato. 

“Since  1021  there  has  been  an  ayer 
ago  reduction  iu  the  Stato  revonue  re- 
coivod  from  four  main  sources,  name¬ 
ly,  corporation  franchise  tax,  income 
tax,  inhoritunco  tax  and  gcuerul  pro 
perty  tax,  of  $4,256,123  por  year.  Tho 
Tax  Commission  in  1025  cstiwaetd  the 
receipts  for  the  biennium  1025  and  1026 

1025-20,  $20,082,000  or  $10,401,000 
per  year  and  in  1027-28,  $21,880,720  or 
$10,040,360  per  year.

Marionettes  to 
Afford  a  Treat 
in  Plays  Friday 


Famous  Jean  Gros  Company  to  Give 
“Uncle  Wiggily”  at  Matinee  and 
“Adventures  of  Hucklcbcrrry  Finn” 
at  Night  Performance. 


Tho  class  in  Criminology,  Sociology 
number  135,  motored  to  Leavenworth, 
Kan.,  last  Friday  and  while  there  vis¬ 
ited  the  Federal  and  State  prisons. 
Before  going  there  tho  class  studied 
the  management  and  discipline  of  the 
modern  prisons  and  had  considered 
what  it  wished  to  know  concerning  the 
prison  conditions  of  tiie  present  day. 

The  Federal  prison  is  the  more  se¬ 
vere  and  the  prisoners  have  fewer  lib¬ 
erties  than  at  the  State  prison.  There 
are  at  the  present  time  3,232  prisoners 
at  the  Federal  prison.  They  are  most¬ 
ly  men  of  excellent  education  and 
some  of  them  were  formerly  loaders 
of  their  professions.  Ono  man  is  an 
artist  and  has  painted  a  picture  .which 
is  hanging  outside  of  the  chapel.  An¬ 
other  is  a  seulptnrcr  and  is  now  work¬ 
ing  on  a  model  of  “Justice.”  This 
man  has  several  models  of  his  work  on 
display  at  Washington. 

Now  All  the  Same 

But  now  all  are  tho  same  in  the 
sight  of  the  law  and  all  must  servo 
forms  of  imprisonment  of  various 
lengths,  to  repent  and  to  repay  for 
some  crime  commited  upon  society. 
Ono  feature  of  the  prison  is  tho  large 
dining '  hall,  which  will  scat  one-half 
of  the  men.  But  the  meal  is  not  as 
jolly  as  one  would  expect,  as  no  com¬ 
munication  is  allowed  while  tho  prison¬ 
ers  are  eating. 

From  tho  dining  hall  the  class  went 
to  tho  cells;  and  found  that  they  were 
not  of  the  modern  type.  The  cells  are 
five  tiers  high  and  no  sunlight  can 
outer  at  any  time  of  tho  day.  Tiro 
.housing  conditions  are  poor  and  inade¬ 
quate.  In  many  of  the  colls  as  many 
as  eight  men  were  housed  in  a  space 
no  larger  than  eight  feet  by  twelve 
feet. 

Tho  prison  maintains  a  school  for 
the  prisoners  and  more  than  1,000  of 
them  arc  taking  work  thoro  at  tho 
present  time.  .  Some  of  them  aro  fin¬ 
ishing  lip  their  grade  and  high-school 
work  wliilo  other  aro  doing  work  to¬ 
wards  the  masters  dogree.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  tho  school  the  prison  lias  a 
largo  library  of  many  volumes,  but  the 
prisoners  are  allowed  to  use  these 
books  only  while  thoy  aro  in  their  cefts. 

Discipline  Quito  Severe 

On  tho  whole,  tho  discipline  was 
found  to  ho  sovore  and  armed  guards 
woro  in  evidence  at  all  times.  Tho 
prisoners  are  allowed  to  use  tho  mails 
only  tliroo  times  each  week  pyid  arc 
only  allawed  to  have  visitor's  and  coni- 
pany  f.av-  :r.£  hour  ono  day  each  month,

The  Jean  Gros  company  will  arrive 
in  Maryville  Into  Thursday  or  early 
Friday.  The  company  is  a  largo  011c, 
and  a  number  of  trunks  are  necessary 
to  carry  all  of  the  equipment  needed 
fo/l-  the  two  performances  here.  It 
will  bo  necessary  for  tho  members  of 
the  company  to  spend  most  of  Friday 
morning  making  over  the  stage  in  the 
College  auditorium,  for  the  marionette 
stage  is  much  snmllor  than  that  used 
for  performances  in  which  humans  ap¬ 
pear. 

Marionettes  are  figures  about  18 
inches  high.  They  aro  made  of  wood, 
with  hollow  bodies,  and  thoy  so  near¬ 
ly  resemble  humans  that  audiences  soon 
forgot,  that  they  nro  looking  at  dolls. 

[The  marionettes  are  operated  from  a 
platform  above  tho  stage,  and  numbers 
011  numbers  of  strings  are  accessary  to 
make  them  perform  the  functions  of 
real  actors. 

.Tean  Gros  is  one  of  the  two  loaders  in 
the  field  of  marionettes.  IIo  and  Tony 
Sarg  are  at  tho  top  of  tlio  profession 
and  no  others  are  closo  to  them  from 
the  anglo  of  results  obtained.  Wbero 
others  arc  in  the  experimental  stage, 
Joan  Gros  and  Tony  Sarg  aro  showing 
the  results  of  experimentation.

Two  bills. and  a  joint  und  concurrent 
resolution,  of  primary  interest  to  all 
tenchors  and  persona  interested  in.edu- 
cation,  aro  now  boforo'  tho  'Missouri 
legislature.  These  should  attract  the 
attention  of  all  students  of  tlio  Col¬ 
lege  and  all  persons  connected  with  the 
school  liayo  been  asekd  to  lend  their 
assistance  in  securing  tho  passage  of 
these  moasuros. 

Tho  moasuros  have  to  do  with  the 
Missouri  education  fund,  larger  units, 
and  teacher’s  retirement  funds. 

The  first  bill  providos.for  tho  ere- 
atiou  of  tho  Missouri  Educational  Fund 
Tho  larger  Units  Bill  is  a  redistrlot- 
ed.  to  the  public  schools  and  ouo-half 
to  the  state  educational  institutions  as 
the  Legislature  shall  appropriate.  Tho 
money  for  this  fund  is  to  bo  dorlvod 
from  three  goneral  sources,  ub  follows; 

Money  dorived  from  the  stato  in- 
horituuco  tax  shall  bo  credited  to  tho 
Missouri  Educational  Fund, 

A  tax  is  to  be  levied  on  ell  forms  of 
manufactured  tobacco  sold  in  Missouri. 
This  tax,  which  is  to  be  10  per  cent,  is 
to  be  collected  from  the  ugent  making 
the  first  aale. 


An  umusoment  tax  of  10  per  cent  of 
tho  price  of  admision  to  all  theatres, 
oporas,  picture  shows,  boxing  matchos, 
wrestling  mutches,  baseball  games,  and 
so  forth.  This  tax  will  not  apply  to 
enturtninmonts  or  games  and  sports 
promoted  by  schools,  clubs,  und  other 
organizations, not  operating  for  porson- 
111  profit. 

Tlio  State  Tax  Commission  is  given 
tho  duty  of  collecting  thoso  taxes. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  law  will 
produco  from  $5,000,000  to  $7,000,000 
annually.  Tho  bill  does  not  in  uny 
why  change  tlio  presont  constitutional 
provision  for  appropriating  one-fourth 
of  tho  ordinary  revenue  tothe  public 
schools  and  tho  monoy  will,  therefore, 
be  supplementary  to  this  constitutional 
appropriation.  Neither  does  the  bill  re¬ 
strict  in  any  way  legislative  approp¬ 
riation  to  tlio  State  educutiouu!  insti¬ 
tution;  i.  0.  tlio  legislature  will  still 
have  tho  power  to  make  appropriation 
to  theso  schools  from  the  general  rev¬ 
enue  and  to  distribute  the .  appropria¬ 
tions  to  the  various  institution*  as  it 
deems  best, 

Uoweyer,  the  bill  does  protect  tbs 


Appropriation  to  tho  public  schools  by  petitioning  for  an  election  and  holding  in  avorago  daily  attendance  provided 


a  provision  -  that  this  appropriation 
shall  iN.  no  case  bo  loss  than  the  oquivi- 
lout  of \pno-third  of  tho  ordinary  re¬ 
venue, 

Tho  larger  tNiits  Bil  is  a  redistrict- 
iug  measure,  culNi'S  for  a  county  board 
of  education  composed  of  six  members. 
This  will  bo  a  continuous  body,  two 
mombors  being  elected  ouch  year,  with 
no  more  than  tliroel  members  from  tho 
sumo  county  judii  ini  district.  Tho 
county  superiutendc  at.  of  schools  is  to 
bo  tlio  secretary  of  tho  board. 

Tho  powors  and  <1  utios  of  tho  county 
board  would  bo'  to  divide  tho  entire 
county  into  proposi  d  consolidated  dis¬ 
tricts;  to  receive  ai  d  require  of  teach¬ 
ers  and  school  boa:  ds  such  reports  as 
uro  rquired  by  law  or  by  the  rules  of 
tho  couuty  bourd;  and  to  perform  all 
dutios  regarding  sol  ool  reports,  records, 
iiud  moneys  now  j  orforuied  by  the 
county  elork. 

Provisions  are  mi  do  for  consolidated 
districts  are  as 'follows;  ‘

tricts,  sad  these  pri  posed  districts  may 
become  legally  eoui  tttuted  districts  by

Tho  board  of  directors  for  the  con¬ 
solidated  district  shall  bo  constituted 
as  in  such  districts  under  the  presont 
luw.  Districts  formed  under  the  act 
nil  have  an  assessed  valuation  of  $3,- 
000,000,  or  nn  urea  of  sixty-four  square 
miles.  Smaller  districts  maybe  autho¬ 
rized  by  approval  of  tho  stato  superin¬ 
tendent  of  schools  when  in  his  judg¬ 
ment  tlio  ubovo  requirements  aro  im¬ 
practicable.

The  joint  and  concurrent  resolution 
regarding  teachers’  retirement  funds 
does  not  establish  any  ponsion  or  re¬ 
tirement  fund  for  teachers.  It  is  des¬ 
tined  to  make  posible  the  passage  of 
laws  by  which  at  some  future  date 
such  funds  may  bo  provided, 

Tho  three  measures  just  outlined 
have  the  indorsement  of  tho  Missouri 
Stato  Teachers  Association,  and  tho 
majority  of  loading  educators  all  over 
the  stato. 

The  state  association  indorses  tho  re¬ 
tirement  fund  resolution,  but  is  op’ 
posed  to  a  similar  one  promptod  by  tho 
St.  Louis  Board  of  Education;'’  provid’ 
ing  u  fund  for  teachers  of  only  St 
Louis  and  Kausas  City

ABOUT  THE  SCHOOL  BILLS  : 

There  are  many  arguments  in  favor  of  both  the  Missouri  edu¬ 
cational  fund  bill  and  the  larger  unit  bill,  now  before  the  Missouri 
Legislature.  Speaking  of  the  former,  it  is  needed  by  the  public, 
elementary,  and  high  schools  of  the  state. 

Practically  every  district  that  is  maintaining  a  high  school 
is  voting  the  maximum  tax,  thus  making  expansion,  which  is  often 
necessary  to  keep  up  with  the  increasing  demands,  impossible. 

In  many  places  this  condition,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the 
total  assessed  valuation  on  real  estate  is  decreasing,  makes  re¬ 
trenchment  inevitable  unless  the  school  funds  from  the  state  are 
increased.  Some  schools  are  seriously  considering  the  reduction 
of  teachers  salaries,  the  reduction  of  teaching  force  and  even  the 
reduction- of  the  length  of  term  because  of  the  impossibility  of 
meeting  necessary  costs. 

Rural  schools  are  suffering  even  more  because  they  feel  more 
acutely  the  effect  of  the  falling  off  of  real  estate  values.  In  these 
districts  a  larger  proportional  part  of  the  assessed  valuation  is  in 
real  estate.  Salaries  and  school  advantages  have  already  suffered 
a  considerable  slump  in  many  rural  communities. 

The  passage  of  this  bill  will  enable  the  town  and  city  schools  ( 
to  maintain  standards  and  to  meet  present  demands.  It  will  make 
possible  the* reinstatement  of  former  advantages  in  those  districts 
that  have  been  compelled  to  retrench.  It  will  prevent  the  raising 
of  local  tax  rates  in  many  places,  and  perhaps  permit  their  lowering 
.in  some  instances. 

The  bill  is  needed  by  the  state  educational  institutions.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  last  five  years  the  total  annual  revenue' of  the'  state  from 
which  the  entire  state  government,  including  the  five  State  Teach¬ 
ers  Colleges  and  the  University  of  Missouri,  is  supported  has  fallen 
off  nearly  §5,000,000.  Since  the  public  schools  are  supposed  to  get 
one-third  of  the  revenue  of  the  state,  and  this  part  has  decreased 
proportionately,  they  have  suffered  materially. 

■  While  the  state  institutions  are  confronted  with  much  increas¬ 
ed  demands  by  larger  enrollments,  increasing  curriculum,  and 
higher  costs  of  material,  they  are  met  with  decreasing  appropria¬ 
tions. 

The  assembly  is  now  considering  the  passage  of  a  law  to 
greatly  increase  the  tuition  fees  in  the  institutions  in  order  that 
they  may  have  funds  from  which  to  pay  their  bills.  If  the  edu¬ 
cational  fund  bill  is  not  passed,  students  and  teachers  will  be'con- 
•  fronted  with  the  problem,  impossible,  as  it  is,  of  spending  more  for 
an  education  from  decreased  salary  for  the  latter.  The  result 
will  be  the  lessening  of  attendance  at  state  institutions,  a  lowering 
of  educational  standards  for  teachers,  a  consequent  lowering  of 
educational  standards  in  all  our  schools,  and  the  starting  of  the 
vicious  circle  that  will  be  more  vicious  as  the  years  pass. 

The  taxes  levied  for  the  establishment  of  this  fund  will  not 
hurt  anybody.  Taxes  on  tobacco  have  been  levied  by  the  federal 
government  from  time  immemorial.  There  is  therefore,  ample 
precedent  for  it.  This  tax  gives  the  man  who  uses  tobacco  a  great¬ 
er  incentive  to  quit.  Since  the  tax  is  only  10%  he  can  reduce 
his  consumption  of  the  weed  proportionately  without  increasing 
his  total  outlay,  of  money.  If  he  wishes  to  do  so,  he  can  consume 
the  usual  amount  with  the  added  satisfaction  that  he  is  helping  the 
schools. 

In  fewer  words  it  is  an  entirely  voluntary  tax. 

It  is  true  that  .tobacco  manufacturers  may  and  soipe  of  them 
will  object  to  this  tax.  But  it  seems  that  this  objection  must  be 
based  solely  on  the  ground  of  possible  decrease  of  sales,  or  on 
the  check  that  this  tax  may  impose  upon  the  tremendous  increase  , 
that  has  been  going  on  during  recent  years.  If  we  may  judge 
the  prosperity  of  the  tobacco  industry  by  the  acres  of  advertising 
displayed  on  billboards  and  the  millions  of  pages  use  in  magazines 
and  newspapers,  there  is  little  cause  to  fear  that  manufacturers 
of  tobacco  will  be  seriously  hurt. 

Favoring  the  larger  unit  bill,  it  must  be  said  that  this  is  an 
age  of  co-operation.  To  bring,  about  greater  co-operation  of  small 
units  is  desirable  and  is  being  practiced  in  all  lines  of  business. 
Banks,  stores,  railroads,  public  utilities  of  all  kinds  are  console 
dating.  j 

Co-operation  makps  for  greater  ability  and  greater  efficiency, 

It  makes  possible  the  doing  of  things  that  could  not  be,  done  with¬ 
out  co-operation.  As  witness  to  this  fact  we  have  ordy^to  look  at  , 
our  state  road  s^stem-T-impossible  so  long  as  counties  and  road 
districts  -  were  working  independently;  the  State  University  and 
Teachers  Colleges — impossible  except  by  the.  c-operation  of  all 
the  people  of  the  state;  automobile  productionT-impossible  in.  the 


The  efficiency  and  completeness  of  the  public  schools  of  St. 
Louis,  Kansas  City  and  other  cities  illustrate  the  results  of  the 
co-operation  of  thousands  of  people  and  large  amounts  of  wealth  in 
the  work  of  education. 

I-Iow  utterly,  impossible  would  general  education  be  if  each 
family  worked  independently  of  every  other  family?  How  utterly 
impossible  is  the  best  educational  facilities  where  only  a  few  families 
co-operate  as  is  the  case  in  some  8,000  r.ural  districts.  Only  the 
bare  essentials  can  be  even  attempted. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  twofold: 

First  to  enlarge  the  districts  so  that  enough  children  can  be 
taught  by  one  teacher  to  make  her  employment  economical,  so 
that  society  can  feel  that  too  much  per  child  is  not  being  paid  out 
in  teacher  cost  or  building  cost. 

Second,  to  supplement  the  money  that  the  economically  poorer 
districts  can  pay  by  allotting  to  them  out  of  state  funds  enough 
to  enable  them  to  spend  what  the  average  community  is  spending 
per  child  and  also  to  assist  in  providing  transportation  so  that 
larger  numbers  may  be  served  by  one  teacher,  sheltered  under 
one  roof  and  accommodated  by  one  set  of  general  equipment. 

The  bill  constitutes  a  sincere  effort  to  give  each  child  a  square 
deal  and  a  fair  start  in  life  no  matter  whose  that  child  may  live, 
by  bringing  into  co-opcration  all  the  wealth  of  the  state  no  matter 
where  a  particular  part  of  it  may  be  located. 

While  it  is  not  necessary  to  enter  into  a  detailed  argument 
for  the  retirement  system  since  the  proposal  is  simply  permissive 
and  nothing  can  be  done  toward  actual  legislation  for  a  retire¬ 
ment  system  until  the  next  legislation  convenes  in  1929.  yet  some 
of  the  more  general  arguments  may  be  stated  as  follows: 

A  teacher  retirement  law  protects  children  from  teachers 
rendered  incometent  by  advtaiced  age.  It  tends  to  attract  cap  ible 
young  people  to  the  teaching  profession.  It  keeps  capable  teachers 
in  the  class  rooms.  ^  It  increases  the  efficiency  of  the  teacher  in  the 
class  room.  In  the  long  run  it  means  a  substantial  saving  to  the 
public.  It  is  in  accord  with  the  best  thought  of  today  in  business 
circles.  Twenty  states  now  have  a  state  wide  retirement  law. 
Eight  states  have  retirement  laws  that  apply  only  to  cities  of  the 
first  class.  Practically  all  of  the  leading  cities  of  the  United 
States  have  some  form  of  retirement  system  in  operation.

“Educational  authorities  .everywhere 
agreo  that  a  reasonable  proportion  of 
tbo  oxponso  of  public  education  bo  borne 
by  tbo  sthto.  Secretary  Jardino  in  a 
recent  article  pointed  out  that  one  of 
tho  difficulties  of  tbo  present  agricul¬ 
tural  situation -was  that  a  larger  pro¬ 
portion  of  maintenance  of  roads  and 
schools  was  being  laid  on  tho  agricul¬ 
tural  communities,  and  a  smaller  pro¬ 
portion  was  being  laid  on  tho  larger 
unit  in  tho  State  than  should  bo  done. 
Throughout  the  United  States  the  local 
.  distrites  arc  paying  three  and  one-half 
times  as  much  for  public  education  ns 


the  State  is  paying.  Ill  Missouri,  how¬ 
ever,  tho  local  districts  aro. paying  five 
nnd  ono-hnlf  times  ns  much  ns  tho  stnto 
is,' paying.. 

“Tho  big  question  beforo  the. people 
ot  Missouri  today  is  adequate  support, 
for  educational  institution^,  and  by 
educational  institutions  is  itibrtut  ele¬ 
mentary  and  secondary  schools  ns  well 
ns  colleges  and  universities.  If  State 
revenues  aro  sufficient  to  contribute 
to  the  support  of  the  oloinonthry  nnd 
secondary  schools  ns  stnto  rovenuo 
should  contribute  to  them,  thcro  will  bo 
enough  money  to  moro  reasonably  sup¬ 
port  the  stnto  educational  nnd  eleemosy¬ 
nary  institutions.  If  more  revonuo  is 
not  available,  tho  work  of  all  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  in  tho  stnto  is  going 
to  bo  very  seriously  handicapped.”

nnd  then  they  must  visit  in  tho  pres¬ 
ence  of  a  groat  many  others. 

'From  tho  federal  prison  tho  class 
went  to  the  Kansas  Stnto  Prison  for 
men.  Tho  officials  there  wero  cordial 
and  gave  the  class  a  welcome  recep¬ 
tion.'  One  fenturo  of.  this  prison  is 
the  fact  that  moi;o  than  700  men  are 
working  in  tho  coal  mines.  They  work 
in  all-day  shifts  and  do  not  leave  the 
mine  for  tho  noon  hour.  Tho  prisoners 
also  make  bindor-twinc,  which  is  sold 
to  tho  farmers’  organizations  of  tho 
sfntc. 

There  are  three  cell  buildings  locat¬ 


ed  iiero  nnd  they  aro  four  stories  high. 
Tho  housing  conditions  here  are  better 
than  nt  (lie  Federal  prison,  but  no  sun¬ 
light  cim  enter  tho  cells.  The  men  are 
givcu.-more  room  and  liberties.  There 
are  only  three  men  in  each  coll.  Tho 
prisoners  do  not  wear  stripes,  nnd  cor¬ 
poral  punishrticut  was  abolished  in 
3 f)00.  The  prisoners  aro  allowed  tho 
free  use  of  the  mails,  may  have  com¬ 
pany  and  are  allowed  to  talk  while, 
they  are  at  work,  The  number  of  pris- 
|  oners  has  increased  from  900  in  1900 
to  3,750  at  tho  present  time.  Tho  pris¬ 
on  officials  explain  tills  increase  Is 
duo  to  the  fact  that  many  moro  of¬ 
fenses  are  now  punishable  by  imprison¬ 
ment,  nnd  duo  to  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  prisoners  are  serving  sentences 
for  violations  of  the  liquor  laws. 


After  visiting  the  men’s  prison,  the 
class  next  went,  to  the  women’s  prison. 
Here  tho  conditions  arc  hutch  bottdr. 
There  aro  no  colls,  but  each  one  has  a 
small  room  to  herself.^ There  is  no  wall 
around  the  prison  and  it  is  more  like 
an  industrial  home  than  a  prison.  The 
number  of  women  prisoners  has  de¬ 
creased  since  tho  war.  Some  of  them 
tiro  now  there  to  lie  treated  for  social 
I  diseases  rather  than  for  some  crime 
committed.  This  prison  is  a  -  pioneer 
in  tho  field, of  liberality  and  up  to  the 
present  time  it  shows  good  results  from 
such  liberal  treatment. 

Mr.  Wallin,  teacher  of  tho  class,  said 
that  the  class  felt  that  tho  journey  was 
profitable  and  well  worth  the  trip  nnd 
that  the  public  in  general  would  bo 
benefited  by  such  a  trip  and  that  so 


many  would  not  break  tho  laws.  Mr. 
Wallin  states  that  tho  clriss  in  Crimin¬ 
ology  ..will  in  tho  future  make  some 
trip,  to  study  tho  prison  conditions  and 
that  lie  thinks  that  the  experience  wns 
well  worth  tho  trip.  ✓'
